1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  answer  the  following  question  with  a  'yes'  or  'no': 

"Shall  We  Adopt  the  New  Provisions  of  RSA  72 :43-B  relative  to 
expanded  exemption  on  real  estate  for  the  elderly,  changing  the 
basis  of  the  exemption  from  the  equalized  value  to  the  actual 
assessed  valuation?" 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
amendments  to  the  Town  Zoning  and  Building  Ordinances: 

PROPOSAL  #1 

Amend  Article  V,  Commercial  Industrial  District,  by  adding  a  new 
Section  2 ,  and  renumbering  the  present  sections  2  through  4  to  be 
sections  3  through  5. 

New  Section  2:  Performance  Standards  -  all  uses  shall  comply  with 
the  following: 

A.  Noise-No  persistent  noise  shall  be  caused  which  is 
detectable  beyond  the  property  line  in  excess  of  the 
average  night  time  level  of  street  and  traffic  noise 
generally  heard  at  the  point  of  observation.  No  noise 
below  such  level  shall  be  objectionable  with  respect 
to  intermittance ,  beat,  frequency  or  shrillness. 

B.  Odor-No  emission  of  odorous  gas  or  other  odorous  matter 
in  such  quantity  as  to  be  readily  detectable  without 
use  of  instruments  at  any  point  along  lot  lines  or 
beyond  shall  be  permitted. 

C.  Toxic  or  Noxious  Matter-No  discharge  to  the  air,  water, 
or  soil  of  any  toxic  or  noxious  matter  in  such  quantity 
as  to  be  detrimental  to  or  endanger  the  public  health, 
safety,  comfort  or  welfare,  or  cause  injury  or  damage 
top  property  or  business,  shall  be  permitted. 

D.  Dust  and  Fly  Ash-No  solid  or  liquid  particles  shall  be 
emitted  in  such  quantity  as  to  be  readily  detectable 
at  any  point  along  lot  lines  or  as  to  produce  a  public 
nuisance  or  hazard  beyond  lot  lines. 


E.  Radioactivity-No  operation  shall  be  permitted  which 
causes  radioactivity  detectable  at  the  lot  lines  or 
beyond . 

F.  Heat  and  Glare-No  heat  or  glare  shall  be  caused  to  the 
extent  that  they  are  detrimental  to  adjacent  properties 
or  the  traveling  public. 

G.  Vibration-No  inherent  and  recurrently  generated 
vibration  shall  be  caused  which  is  perceptable 
without  instruments  at  the  property  line. 

H.    Smoke-No  smoke  shall  be  emitted  in  such  quantity  as  to 

become  a  nuisance  or  endanger  the  public  health,  safety, 
comfort  or  welfare,  or  cause  injury  or  damage  to 
property  or  business. 

PROPOSAL  #2 

Add  to  Article  V,  Commercial/Industrial  District,  a  new  Section  3B 

"Front,  Side  and  Rear  Yards". 

New  Section  3B,  Front,  Side,  and  Rear  Yards: 

1.  Each  building  or  structure  shall  be  set  back  at  least  12  5  feet 
from  the  edge  of  the  pavement. 

2.  All  parking  areas  shall  be  set  back  at  least  50  feet  from  the 
edge  of  the  pavement. 

3.  A  landscaped,  vegetated  strip  shall  be  maintained  along  the 
road  frontage  to  a  depth  of  at  least  fifty  feet.  Driveway(s) 
and  a  permitted  sign  may  be  placed  within  this  area ,  but  it 
shall  not  be  used  for  any  building,  structures,  parking,  or 
the  display  or  storage  of  goods. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  outside  storage  of  goods  within  the  first 
12  5  feet  of  depth  as  measured  from  the  edge  of  the  pavement 
unless  such  storage  is  completely  shielded  from  view  by 
fencing,  landscaping,  or  natural  topography. 

5.  Extent  of  outside  display  within  the  12  5  foot  setback  shall 
be  determined  at  the  site  review. 

6.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  located  nearer  than  2  5  feet 
of  the  property  of  any  abutter. 

7.  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  located  nearer  than  75  feet 
of  a  state  right  of  way. 

PROPOSAL  #3 

Article  III,  General  Provisions,  Section  7,  MISCELLANEOUS 
Proposed  "C": 

Temporary  or  permanent  storage  or  burial,  or  dumping  of 
industrial  chemical  or  radioactive  waste  shall  be  permitted. 
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PROPOSAL  #4 
Add  to  Building  Ordinance,  Article  I,  Section  2,  a  new  paragraph  "M": 

All  buildings  and  structures  shall  be  subject  to  the  following 
regulations,  restrictions,  and  conditions  in  accordance  with 
B.O.C.A.  (Building  Officials  and  Code  Administrators,  Inc.). 
The  current  issue  of  the  B.O.C.A.  regulations  shall  apply. 

PROPOSAL  #5 

Amend  Article  V,  Commercial/Industrial  District,  by  adding  a  new 
section  6. 

New  Section  6:  PERMITS  AND  SITE  REVIEWS 

A.   Any  commercial  or  industrial  enterprise  shall  require 
a  permit  from  the  selectmen. 

1.  When  there  is  a  change  of  use  of  the  property 
a  site  review  is  required. 

2 .  Any  physical  changes  and/or  expansion  of  the 
facility  must  be  reviewed  by  the  Planning  Board.

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BUILDING  INSPECTOR  REPORT 
1978 


On  April  1,  1978,  the  new  limited  growth  rules  went  into 
effect.  The  number  of  new  dwellings  was  limited  to  20  for  the 
fiscal  year.  The  allowed  dwelling  permits  were  spaced  evenly 
as  possible  through  the  twelve  months,  2  per  month,  April 
through  November  and  one  per  month  in  December,  January, 
February  and  March.  The  applicants  were  fortunate  as  there  was 
very  little  waiting  for  available  permits  and  as  of  now  there 
are  two  dwelling  permits  open.  For  the  fiscal  year  1979,  there 
will  be  21  dwelling  permits  available. 

For  the  calendar  year  of  1978,  there  were  a  total  of  29 
dwelling  and  40  other  permits  issued. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  the  town  for  their 
cooperation.  One  of  the  problems  of  this  office  is  getting 
people  to  apply  for  permits,  however  I  had  many  calls  from 
residents  asking  if  they  needed  a  permit  for  doing  a  particular 
job,  and  in  many  cases,  no  permit  was  required.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BRENTWOOD  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens 
of  Brentwood 

During  1978,  Planning  Board  membership  changed  considerably. 
Bruce  Stevens,  who  was  serving  as  an  alternate,  resigned  upon 
being  elected  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Walter  Freeman  resigned 
to  serve  on  the  Master  Plan  architect  committee,  John  Cummings 
moved  out  of  town,  and  Don  Tash  took  a  years  leave  of  absence. 
We  thank  these  people  for  their  contribution  to  the  Board  and 
look  forward  to  Don's  return. 

Much  was  accomplished  in  1978,  and  much  more  work  is  anticipated 

during  the  coming  year.  I  hope  that  the  report  which  follows  will 

explain  what  has  occupied  our  time,  and  will  clarify  our 
responsibilities . 

A.  The  Planning  Board  has  the  authority  to  establish,  perfect, 
and  adopt  a  Master  Plan. 

In  January  of  '78,  the  Sounding  Board  became  a  recognized 
committee  of  the  Planning  Board.  The  Planning  Board  requested 
that  the  Sounding  Board,  with  the  aid  of  Southeastern  Regional 
Planning  Commission,  do  research  and  begin  work  on  a  Master 
Plan.  The  Sounding  Board,  chaired  by  Cal  Wolfe,  worked 
diligently  during  the  year  and  in  December  presented  to  the 
Planning  Board  for  review  the  Second  Draft  of  the  Master  Plan. 
The  Plan  will  be  reviewed  again  in  the  form  of  a  Third  Draft 
and  is  expected  to  be  adopted  by  the  Planning  Board  sometime 
this  spring.  The  Sounding  Board  and  Master  Plan  architect  team 
deserve  great  credit  and  thanks  for  their  hard  work.  Brentwood 
will  benefit  because  of  all  the  hours  volunteered  by  these 
people . 

B.  Another  responsibility  of  the  Planning  Board  is  to  propose 
Zoning  ordinances  and  amendments. 

Last  March  the  Zoning  Changes  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board 
were  voted  on  and  approved  by  the  voters  of  Brentwood.  This 
year  we  have  proposed  four  changes  and  recommend  the  adoption 
of  a  building  code.  We  have  tried  with  the  help  of  research 
and  reports  to  anticipate  the  zoning  needs  of  the  Town. 

With  the  adoption  of  the  Master  Plan  expected  this  year,  we 
plan  to  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  working  on  zoning  changes. 
The  Master  Plan  and  our  Zoning  Book  must  be  mutually  supportive 
and  this  will  require  careful  planning  in  order  to  avoid 
scattered  and  premature  development . 
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C.  The  Planning  Board  has  the  authority  to  review  subdivision 
plans  and  to  approve  or  disapprove  these  plans. 

This  responsibility  requires  a  major  portion  of  our  time. 
This  year  fourteen  subdivision  applications  were  accepted, 
twelve  were  approved,  and  twenty- three  new  lots  were  created. 
The  largest  subdivision  approved  involved  the  creation  of 
six  lots. 

D.  The  Planning  Board  is  empowered  to  review,  and  approve  or 
disapprove  site  plans  for  the  development  of  tracts  for 
non-residential  uses.  (Site  Review) 

Four  Site  Reviews  were  approved  during  1978,  including  the 
County's  new  correctional  facility  and  water  tower. 

E.  The  Planning  Board  is  also  empowered  to  adopt  subdivision 
and  site  review  regulations  and  amendments  to  those 
regulations . 

Unlike  Zoning  changes  which  are  approved  or  disapproved  by 
the  Voters  of  Brentwood,  Subdivision  and  Site  Review  changes 
are  approved  or  disapproved  by  the  majority  of  Planning  Board 
members  after  a  Public  Hearing  has  been  held.  These  regulations 
concern  procedures  and  requirements  of  Subdivision  and  Site 
Review.  In  1978,  a  few  changes  were  made  in  these  regulations 
and  a  preamble  was  added  upon  recommendation  by  Town  Counsel. 

F.  The  Planning  Board  has  the  authority  to  propose  a  building 
code  to  be  approved  by  the  majority  of  Town  Voters.  This  we 
have  done  this  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above  responsibilities,  Planning  Board 
members  are  occasionally  required  to  go  to  court.  Last  year  a 
suit  was  brought  against  the  Brentwood  Planning  Board  by  Robert 
Webb  Realty,  Inc.  The  suit  concerned  Planning  Board  approval  of 
a  five  lot  subdivision  on  Deer  Hill  Road.  On  January  16,  1979, 
Superior  Court  Judge  Wayne  J.  Mullavey  dismissed  the  petitions 
stating  that  "...in  fact  there  is  a  total  lack  of  credible 
evidence  that  the  decision  of  the  Planning  Board  was  illegal  in 
any  respect". 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Planning 
Board  for  their  dedication,  concern,  and  hard  work.  Their  attendance 
at  meetings  has  been  exemplary  and  their  willingness  each  month  to 
do  research,  witness  perc  tests,  and  review,  write,  and  rewrite 
zoning  and  subdivision  changes  on  their  own  time  has  been  greatly 
appreciated. 
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We  welcome  your  help  and  your  attendance  at  our  meetings 
We  also  need  members  and  ask  that  anyone  interested  contact 
the  Town  Clerk.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BRENTWOOD 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  -  1978 

"To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Town  Forest 
under  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:110  as  to  the  real  property  owned 
by  the  Town  and  located  on  Route  111A  and  Bean  Road,  said  real 
property  being  adjacent  to  Swasey  School,  the  use  of  such  Town 
Forest  to  be  consistent  with  the  use  of  such  property  by  the  Town 
for  future  municipal  purposes". 

The  preceding  was  "Article  21",  it  was  passed  at  last  year's 
March  Town  Meeting,  and  bringing  these  words  to  life  has  been 
your  commission's  primary  focus  for  the  past  year. 

The  Commission's  first  act  was  to  gain  additional  Town 
Forest  self -education.  We  turned  to  Ted  Natti,  Director,  N.H. 
Division  of  Forest  and  Lands  (State  House  Annex,  Concord)  and  he 
put  us  in  touch  with  "J.B."  Cullen,  State  Forester. 

J.B.  met  with  the  Commission  in  April  for  a  very  helpful 
introductory  overview  of  Town  Forests  in  general  and  Brentwood's 
in  particular. 

At  his  suggestion  we  developed  a  rough  "Three  Year  Plan" 
with  the  following  hopes  for  the  first  year  (May  of  1978  -  Spring 
of  1979): 

(1)  Develop  a  more  detailed  map  and  plan. .. bounds ,  broad 
habitats,  beginnings  of  a  grid  approach.  Designate 
existing  trails. 

(2)  Locate  and  prune  bounds. 

(3)  Landscaping  of  Town  Office  area  and  buffer  zone  -  when 
building  is  ready. 

(4)  Identify  trees  for  selective  cutting  or  pruning. 

(5)  Ongoing  articles  for  the  Brentwood  Newsletter. 

(6)  Ongoing  removal  of  dangerous  limbs. 

Our  first  "work  party"  was  greatly  aided  by  the  forester's 
on-location  participation.  We  selected  the  two  acre  section 
between  the  Town  Office  Building  and  Swasey  School,  along  Route  111A 
marked  trees  for  selective  cutting,  and  started  cutting  and  pruning 
trees . 

Throughout  the  spring,  summer  and  early  fall,  there  have  been 
six  or  more  cutting/pruning/clearing  work  parties  within  this 
portion  of  the  Town  Forest.  We  thank  townspeople  who  have  assisted 
Commission  members  in  this  work. 

Other  involvements  with  the  new  Town  Forest  have  included 
(1)  a  Commission-sponsored  Dredge  and  Fill  application  for  a 
fire  pond  adjacent  to  the  Town  offices,  (2)  the  Chairman  speaking 
to  a  Swasey  School  class  about  the  Town  Forest  and  taking  the 
children  on  an  exploratory  hike  through  part  of  the  Forest, 
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and  (3)  negotiations  toward  a  detailed  survey  of  the  property. 

For  the  future,  our  next  steps  will  be  to  have  an  accurate 
boundary  survey,  work  with  the  State  Forester  as  we  continue 
selective  cutting,  expand  our  detailed  mapping,  further  define 
zones  and  natural  areas  within  the  total  forest,  and  concentrate 
on  specific  ways  that  Brentwood  citizens  may  enjoy  their  Town 
Forest. 

Although  the  Town  Forest  has  been  our  focus,  the  Commission 
has  also  been  active  with: 

1.  Participation  in  ongoing  consultative  and  sharing 
sessions  with  the  Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  Sounding 
Board  and  other  Town  groups. 

2.  The  responsibility  of  viewing  Dredge  and  Fill 
operations  and  perc  tests. 

3.  Distribution  of  Arbor  Day  seedlings  to  Town 
organizations . 

4.  Responding  to  various  questionnaires  such  as  the 
"Wetlands  Project"  questionnaire. 

5.  Responding  to  citizens  concerns  such  as  the  Route  107 
dam,  standing  water  on  subdivisions. 

6.  Participation  in  Public  Hearings  such  as  those  dealing 
with  discussion  of  the  proposed  Route  101  By-pass. 

7.  Responding  to  the  Sounding  Board's  major  work  on 
"Open  Lands"  and  reviewing  the  Master  Plan's  proposed 
sections  that  are  related  to  the  Commission. 

8.  Participation  in  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  N.H. 
Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  (September 
23,  1979). 

Special  thanks  and  appreciation  go  to  Secretary  Stella  Pevear 
and  member  Sheila  White  who  have  given  enormous  amounts  of  energy, 
time,  committment,  expertise  to  your  Commission.  They  left  the 
Commission  because  they  moved  out  of  Brentwood  and  we  miss  them  I 
The  Commission  also  thanks  former  member  John  Carroll  for  his  aid 
during  the  past  year. 

We  welcome  James  McGean  as  a  new  member  and  as  our  new 
Commission  Secretary.  And  we  welcome  the  recent  participation  of 
John  Fletcher  and  Cleo  Castonguay. 

We  look  forward  to  future  monthly  meetings  in  the  new  Town 
Office  Building. 

Your  Commission  is  eager  to  be  aware  of  the  needs  of  Brentwood 
and  to  respond  to  your  hopes  for  our  Community.  We  have  welcomed 
dialogue  through  the  Brentwood  Newsletter  and  we  welcome  your 
presence  at  upcoming  Town  Forest  work  parties.

3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  elect  to  approve  of  the 
inclusion  of  its  12  month  employees  in  the  New  Hampshire 
Retirement  System  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  which 
system  is  provided  for  by  RSA  100-A  (supp) ,  for  the 
employees  of  the  Brentwood  School  District  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  134  to  be  effective  July  1,  1979. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  School  District  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
payment  of  salaries  for  school  district  officers  and  agents, 
and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the 
District. 

5.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for,  accept,  and  expend  on 
behalf  of  the  School  District,  all  gifts,  advances,  grants 
in  aid,  revenue  sharing  funds  or  any  other  funds  for 
educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  available 
or  forthcoming  from  the  U,  S.  Government,  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  or  any  of  its  municipalities  or  any  other 
state,  local  or  federal  agency. 

6.  To  choose  agents  and  committees  in  relation  to  any 
subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

7.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

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SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

Brentwood,  N.  H.  March  4,  1978 

The  Brentwood  School  District  Meeting  was  called  to  order  at 
7:40  P.M.  by  moderator  Harold  Sherman  who  then  read  the  warrant. 
The  following  business  was  conducted: 

Article  1.   A  motion  was  made  by  Liz  Dodge  and  seconded  by 
John  Richmond  that  the  salaries  of  the  school  board  and  truant  of- 
ficer and  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district  be  accepted 
as  presented  in  the  budget.   The  motion  carried  by  a  voice  vote  in 
the  affirmative. 

Article  2.   Carolyn  Cummings  made  a  motion  that  all  reports  be 
accepted  as  written  in  the  annual  report.   The  motion  was  seconded 
by  John  Richmond  and  carried  in  the  affirmative  by  a  voice  vote. 
John  Cummings  requested  to  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  formed 
last  year  to  review  the  area  plan  with  Exeter.   Liz  Dodge  explained 
there  was  no  report  as  the  chairman  Al  Jensen  had  resigned  and  the 
committee  was  lost  because  lack  of  motion  for  Article  5  last  year. 

Article  3.   John  Richmond  made  a  motion  that  the  district  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $534,938.00  for  the  support  of  schools, 
for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  in  the  district.   The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Liz  Dodge.   Bill  Vahey  asked  for  information  con- 
cerning the  Rockingham  School  Consortium  plans.   Liz  Dodge  stated  a 
special  school  district  meeting  will  be  held  in  May  for  the  purpose 
of  voting  whether  to  join  or  not.   John  Cummings  questioned  the 
town's  financial  obligation  for  the  new  Voc  Ed  school.   Liz  Dodge 
stated  our  obligation  would  be  no  more  than  it  is  presently.   The 
main  motion  carried  in  the  affirmative  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  4.  A  motion  was  made  by  Liz  Dodge  to  accept  Article 
four  as  printed.  John  Richmond  seconded  the  motion  and  it  passed 
by  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  5.   John  Cummings  made  a  motion  for  a  committee  to  be 
formed  to  look  into: 

1)  financial  obligation  that  Brentwood  is  bound  by  the  Voc  Ed 
School. 

2)  change  the  school  district  meeting  to  a  week  night. 

The  committee  shall  consist  of  one  school  board  member,  one 
budget  committee  member,  and  one  member  at  large.   The  motion  was 
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seconded  by  Irving  pevear.   The  motion  to  establish  such  a  commit- 
tee was  voted  in  the  negative  by  a  voice  vote.   A  voice  vote  in  the 
affirmative  tabled  article  five. 

Article  6.   John  Cummings  made  a  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting 
at  8:15  P.M.   The  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  passed.

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Brentwood  School  District  Report 
Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

All  children  have  an  equal  right  to  profit  fully  from  a  broadly  based  school 
program.   In  the  struggle  to  bring  together  the  staff,  resources  and  the  curricu- 
lum to  serve  all  learners  the  hard  fact  faces  us  all  -  and  that  is  that  education 
is  costing  more!   Like  everything  else  the  school  is  not  immune  to  the  ever 
increasing  cost  of  living. 

For  a  good  many  years  I  have  given  my  time,  efforts  and  leadership  responsi- 
bilities to  preparing  young  people  for  their  world.   I  have  constantly  strived 
for  the  improvement  of  educational  opportunities  for  the  young.   I  feel  I  have 
tried  to  consider  community  concerns.   I  am  aware  of  the  burdened  taxpayer  but 
also  concerned  that  we  continue  to  offer  a  quality  education.   This  is  essential 
if  our  students  are  to  compete  in  college  and  in  the  job  market.   I  have  sensi- 
tivity to  the  needs  of  the  staff  to  do  the  important  job  of  "teaching".   I  have 
realized  patience  is  required  in  bringing  about  needed  change.   I  try  to  keep 
aware  of  the  decisions  of  the  courts  as  they  effect  the  schools.   Indeed  the  role 
of  the  Superintendent  has  become  much  more  complexed  in  recent  years. 

The  citizens  may  be  interested  in  our  Vocational  Center  project  which  will 
effect  the  AREA  agreement  in  that  students  may  attend  any  vocational  program 
offering  at  no  additional  cost  other  than  the  regular  AREA  High  School  Tuition. 
The  site  was  cleared  and  footings  and  foundation  are  in  place.   Structural  steel 
is  expected  to  be  delivered  by  the  time  you  read  this,  and  masonry  work  on 
exterior  walls  will  start  this  Spring.   By  fall  of  1979  the  building  should  be 
enclosed  and  interior  work  will  proceed,  along  with  installation  of  equipment. 
The  project  completion  date  is  March  1980,  and  courses  will  be  in  effect  for 
September  1980.   Much  work  is  already  underway  on  the  curriculum  of  the  schools, 
and  it  will  be  carefully  planned  by  using  student  interest  surveys  as  an  important 
planning  tool.   Students  in  the  programs  will  spend  approximately  2\   hours  per  day 
in  the  vocational  section  and  the  balance  of  time  in  the  regular  academic  areas 
of  the  high  school. 

The  Principal  of  the  school  has  written  a  brief  report  which  I  would  like  to 
quote  here: 

"Swasey  Central  School  began  the  78-79  academic  year  with  a  new  principal, 
who  is  shared  with  the  Newfields  Elementary  School.   He  has  tried  to  maintain 
continuity  with  last  year  while  beginning  to  look  for  ways  to  improve  the  total 
school  and  its  program.   In  addition  to  the  principal's  usual  duties,  much  of  his 
time  and  attention  has  been  focused  on  physical  plant  concerns,  specifically 
recurring  roof  and  heating  problems  in  the  new  addition. 

The  current  organizational  pattern  includes  five  teachers  in  the  primary 
grades  and  four  teachers  in  the  intermediate  grades.   In  the  critical  areas  of 
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reading  and  mathematics,  a  core  curriculum  consistent  throughout  all  six  grades 
is  used.   Swasey  is  fortunate  to  have  an  experienced,  dedicated,  and  capable  staff 
that  provides  its  students  with  a  solid  education,  particularly  in  the  academic 
subjects.   But,  despite  the  extra  effort  on  behalf  of  staff  and  volunteers,  the 
school's  lack  of  specialists  preclude  a  full  library,  music,  art,  or  physical 
education  program. 

A  highlight  of  the  school  year  was  the  night  Christmas  program  jointly 
planned  by  teachers  and  the  volunteer  chorus  director,  Mrs.  Martha  Carrier.   As 
a  service  project  to  the  community,  the  chorus  and  Mrs.  Hartford's  third  grade 
class  caroled  at  the  Rockingham  Nursing  Home.   This  type  of  strong  volunteer 
effort  is  characteristic  of  Swasey  and  is  a  big  asset." 

One  other  area  I  should  like  to  mention  briefly  and  that  is  on  the  so-called 
Competency  Tests  which  have  come  into  wide  use  throughout  the  country  in  recent 
years.   Currently  we  are  giving  Achievement  Tests  at  grade  2,  4,  6  and  8.   This 
compares  a  student's  scores  to  scores  achieved  by  a  nationwide  sampling  of  students. 
Scores  are  given  in  relation  to  National  norms. 

Recently  we  gave  a  competency  test  to  grade  five.   These  tests  are  designed 
especially  for  use  in  our  school  system  and  measure  how  well  a  student  does  on  a 
particular  skill  on  knowledge  in  a  subject  area  which  is  included  in  our  guide  of 
items  to  be  taught.   These  can  be  very  valuable.   The  State  is  requiring  we  give 
some  sort  of  competency  test  at  least  three  times  before  graduation.  We  expect  to 
comply  with  this.   Used  properly  the  results  can  be  a  powerful  tool  in  educational 
planning. 

In  conclusion  I  trust  we  can  continue  to  all  work  together  to  provide  a 
quality  education  at  a  reasonable  price  for  the  youth  of  this  community.

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Report  of  the  Business  Administrator 


A  major  change  will  occur  in  the  coming  year  in  the  way  we  construct 
our  "budget  and  account  for  our  funds.  The  coding  system  and  the  classi- 
fication of  revenues  and  expenditures  that  has  become  familiar  to  many 
of  us  will  be  dropped  and  a  completely  new  chart  of  financial  accounts 
and  code  numbers  will  be  employed. 

This  change  has  occurred  as  a  result  of  a  federal  effort  to  bring 
about  uniformity  across  the  country  in  school  financial  accounting  and 
reporting.  Currently  there  is  little  consistency  in  this  area.   Conse- 
quently, financial  information  provided  at  the  federal  and  state  level 
is  often  of  questionable  accuracy  and  comparability. 

The  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics  is  currently  engaged 
in  re-writing  the  federal  manual  for  school  accounting.   A  consulting 
firm  from  Atlanta,  Georgia,  was  selected  to  accomplish  the  actual  re- 
draft.  As  part  of  the  effort,  a  sixteen  member  National  Review  Commit- 
tee was  formed  to  study  the  devlopment  of  the  draft  and  make  recommen- 
dations and  changes.   I  feel  most  fortunate  to  have  been  selected  to 
serve  on  that  committee.   It  continues  to  be  a  very  worthwhile  experience. 

The  nature  of  information  used  to  make  decisions  in  education  has 
undergone  an  important  shift.   In  the  past,  the  chart  of  accounts  was 
designed  to  demonstrate  responsibility  for  public  funds  in  terms  of  re- 
source inputs  rather  than  outcomes  or  results.   With  an  increasing  demand 
for  information  about  outcomes,  techniques  must  be  modified  to  be  respon- 
sive to  these  new  demands. 

Methods  of  financial  accounting  and  reporting  long  in  use  are  now 
being  altered  to  meet  the  information  needs  of  government  agencies,  school 
officials,  and  the  general  public.   These  needs  have  grown  out  of  a  concern 
for  the  rising  cost  of  education,  the  proliferation  of  legislation  that 
has  been  enacted  in  recent  years  mandating  numerous  changes  in  program 
offerings  and  the  need  for  clear  and  detailed  information  to  assist  in  the 
planning  and  decision  making  that  follow. 

The  three  or  four  digit  budget  code  in  use  for  many  years  and  used 
for  the  final  time  in  the  budget  printed  elsewhere  in  this  book  will  be 
replaced  with  a  new  multi-digit  code  which,  rather  than  being  just  an 
account  number,  is  an  identification  of  each  financial  transaction.   This 
system  will  permit  closer  e.nalysis  cf  financial  data  and  provide  manage- 
ment with  better  financial  information  on  which  to  base  decisions. 
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Change  is  never  totally  comfortable  especially  when  that  change 
is  away  from  something  as  familiar  as  our  present  account  codes.   But 
I  believe  that  this  is  far  from  being  "  change  for  change  sake."  It 
will  lead  to  better  financial  information  for  management  and  the  general 
public .
